Fight Locusts With Airplanea 
The locust plague In southm France 
Is being fougtit with the aid of alp 
planes, One huadred thousand acres 
of fertile land have been davaatated. 
The peats are hntcliing out In Isolated 
spots on the giv-at Crau plain, and each 
now "nest" gives birth to many mil¬ 
lions of locustA It la of vital im¬ 
portance to destroy the young Insects 
before they are strong enough to fly 
far, end this Is whero the atrplancs 
are pnivteg so usefuL Pllota Dow 
dolly scour the whole of the Crau 
plain, flying extremely low. Whan 
they locate a breeding ground or "nest’’ 
of locusts directions arc Immediately 
telephODed to the antl-locuit bsad- 
quaitera at Miramas. If there la long 
grasa nv.nr, petrol U poured on it 
and It Is set afire. Otherwise the 
tnfeated area U atrawn with sawdust 
aoaked In arsenic. This kills the locusts 
at once, and also nay e|(S that or* 
unhatchtd.

The planting aaaaoo la the time 
When tbe dairy farmer ihonld arrange 
to tee that he baa crops enongh to fill 
his silo. As a case In point, a Missis- 
aippi faimar failed to take this matter 
Into coosldera'tton when be bonght a 
alio of 60 tons' cspoclty, fbr he found 
that he had cem and sorghum for 
only 20 tons of allage; and since, more¬ 
over, he bad unly 8 cowa, he decided' 
be bad made a mistake, and tried to 
sell bla new alio Instead of setting It 
ifp. A flell man from tbe dl^ry divi¬ 
sion of the United States Department 
of *irlcultura however, persuaded 
blij to keep It until the aext year, and 

put op a small atave alio for Immis 
dlata uie. He did ao. and found It 
eueb a help In feeding his cows cheap¬ 
ly that ha bought more land and re¬ 
solved to enlarge bla herd to 00 r-ows, 
and thuv make good use of his larger 
alio. 

Both the height and the diameter 
of the allo must be considered. Tbs 
proper diameter of the allo depends 
up-jn the quantity of allage to be fed 
(Idly; and tbit quantity will vary 
w|t.h the aUe of the herd. Tbe allage 
should be fed out fast enough to re- 
more It from tbe top of the allo at the 
rate of 1^ to 3 Inches a day, depend¬ 
ing upon climatic conditions. The 
warmer the weather tbe more silage 
most he removed from tho surface 
daily In order to prevent spoiling. For 
the winter feeding season It la safer 
to figure upon removing 2 Inches dally 
than any iimaUer omount. 

A common error lo building li to 
make the diameter too large for the 
aixe of the herd. The weight of a 
cubic foot of silage varies according 
to the pressure to which It la sub¬ 
jected, but In a allo SO feet high the 
weight per cubic foot averages about 
40 pounds, 8o. by knowing tbe quan¬ 
tity of allage to be fed dally, It la pos¬ 
sible to estimate what the diameter 
of tbe silo should bo to permit the
